and to a capacity for thofe of virtue and religion. 

Eftablifhments defigned to facilitate the recovery of 
thofe, who, by the arts of fedui^ion, and folicitations 
of vice, have been deprived of their innocence, reputa- 
tion and peace, difplay a charily congenial with his, 
who came, not to call the righteous, but fmners, to re- 
pentance. 

Well regulated afylums, or inflitutions for the pro- 
tedion, fupport and virtuous education of orphan chil- 
dren, and fuch as are thrown friendlefs on the world, 
would commai^ our approbation, although they had 
not received 4||MBH^rom the more than parental 
tendirnefs, ma nifc£ted for little child,K^ b*thc favlour 
ofthe^world. ^HBdinquiring whctlicr rhi v were 
the fruits of virtiDUs love, or criminal i ce, he 

knew their innocence, and their valuib He took them 
in his arms, and blcfled them ; and faid, " Suffer lit- 
tle children to come unto ma^ iBPforb ' ^ not ; 
for of fuch is the kingdom q& heaven." 

They who are afTociated for the purpof'- '^f '••-•iploy- 
ing their combined efforts w prevent the \m or 

alleviate the di'^refs, occafioned by waftin 
other defolatin,^ nts, are undoubtedly aclii- in 

tlte fpirit of that benevolence and compaili'^: . which 
«nce wept over the city of i ' affcclin'^ 

profpecl: of the confiagratlon uiui ru.n \<j v.iiich it v.-. 
•! ''J.^^:! ; faying, « Ohffet thou hadfl: known, in h>.: 
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thy day, the things that belong to thy peace ; but now 
they are hidden from thine eyes." 

In fine, are there humane focieties whofe objccl is to 
reflore, in every pofTible cafe, the fufpended animation 
of human beings, and refcue them from an un- 
timely grave ? Is fuch the aim of your aflbciation ? 
Purfue the godlike defign. You are treading in the 
fteps of him, who, fympathyfmg with the afflicted fam- 
ily at Bethany, where death had feemingly gained a 
lading triumph over Lazarus, directed his way thither, 
with this refolution in his heart, and on his tongue, 
'' I go that I may awake him out of fleep." 

Such is the obvious affinity between charitable infti- 
tutions and defigns, and our i^HpWlgfen. Such the 
countenanfe they receive from the precepts and exam- 
ple of its glorious founder. But among the various 
inflitutions to which we have rd|Pred, or which have 
had exiftence, there is none, pd^haps, more unexcep- 
tionable and godlike, than thofe which have for their 
objea: the refufcitation of the apparently dead ; the 
rclloring to their families, to their friends, to the com- 
munity, and to a capacity for the enjoyments and duties 
of life, thofe who, without fome friendly affiftance, muft 
haN'c flept the' fleep of death. Objeftions, which may 
be thought to hav« fome weight, as they apply to other 
charities, have no exiftencl in relation to this. 

Its objea cannot be deemed uninterefting, or of little 
importance. It aims to prevent what all dread, and to 
prefen-e what all love. I Jgh? is fweet, and a pleafant 
thing it is for the eyes to behold the fun. Life, indeed. 
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has its troubles, but it has its enjoyments too ; and the 
lafl are more than the firft. The dread of dilfolution, 
fa common to mankind, is not a principle arbitrarily 
implanted in the human brcafl: by fome fuperior malig- 
nant power, who would condemn us to an ufeleis and 
wretched flate of exiftence, and has taken this method 
to prevent our untimely ei'cape. Our attachment to 
life is tlie efied of the divine wifdom and goodnefs. 
It is generated in our minds by th3 frequent recurrence 
of agreeable profpefts, and adual enjoyments in life. 
This is not a world where we are hedged about A\ith 
nothing but briars and thorns. Our path is ftrown 
with many lovely flowers, and pleafant fruits, which, 
gatliered with «aim|ppufed with difcrction, will give 
embellifhment and delight to the fcene. A

ftill more frequentl^^Pe inlets of pleafurc. 
joyment is alfo derived from fociety and converfation 
with our fellow men, and efpecially from daily familiar 
intercourfe with intimate friends and connexions. -Mk 
The capacity of the moft to render themfelves ufeful 
to fociety, or at leafl to be comforts and bleffings to 
their kindred and friends, is another q;>nriderition 
which heightens the value of human life, hnd the benev- 
olence of every effort for it's prefel^atioft. But t^^ 
which gives to the prefent tfe its greateft importan^T 
and renders a prevention of its fudden"and premature 
clofe moft defirable, is its relation to a future ftate of 
exiftence. Invaluable if the opportunity, which thi; 
'^Q affords, of acquiring, by a proper courfe of difci-

pline and conduft, thofe difpofitions and habits of piety 
and virtue, which are the neceffary preparatives for the 
heavenly vtrorld. 

As the objed of humane focieties cannot be thought 
unimportant, fo neither is it fubjeft to the reproach of 
being partial. Their charity has a like refped to perfons 
of all religious feds, and of all political parties. It ex- 
cludes none of either fex, or of any age, rank, profcf- 
fion, employment, language, or condition, who may 
need the refufcitating procefs ; or whofe fignal exer- 
tions in the caufe of humanity may entitle them to a 
reward. In imitation of the mercy of that Being, who 
caufes the fun to rife on the evil and en the good, it 
would reflore all, without difUJ^Hp^-characters, who 
are funk^ the fhadcs of apparent death, to the rhear- 
ing light of heaven. Gl idly would it prolong to the 
worthlefs the fpace for repc. and to the virtu- 

ous the power of doing good. 

Jealoufy itfelf cannot fufped inilitutions like this of 
^ng friendly to vice. In particular, whatever the 
fclilih, who are fo fruitful in pleas for withholding their 
bounty and aid, may furmife of fome other benevolent 
aflbciations, there can be no pretence, that focieties for 
reftorincr fufpended animation have a tendency to pro- 
^^■fe lloth and inaction. Cautious avarice may, for 
^ince, lay afide his eternal dread of giving encourage- 
ment to the idle, and come and prefent his offering on 
this altar of charity, without fear. 

The charge of vanity, and a defne of being feen of 
men, or of having fome felfifh dcfign, to which pevfons 
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conne«!tcd with charitable focieties and undertakings, 
have always been fubjecl from the cenforious, will give 
but little uncafinels to thofe who are confcious of the 
rectitude of their views. But what may appear vanity 
to the uncandid and fuperficial obfcrver, is oitcn viewed 
in a difi'crent light by others. The wife know how to 
diftinguifh between a mean oftentation and ufeful pub- 
licity ; between a parade, which can anfwcr no other 
purpofe than gratifying the vain gfbry of individuals, 
and that attraction of public notice, which may be ef- 
fential to the fuccefs of benevolent inflitutions. 

The annivcrfaries, the proccflions, the public appear- 
ances and difcourfes of focieties, inftituted for benevo- 
lent and ufeful pil^^|P|Pb not fo vain and trilling as 
fome may be ready to imagine. They ardj|^blic ac- 
knowledgements an<t memr rials of our obligations to 
be ufeful to our fcliuw nicii. They are regular iHlftlP 
tions and excitements to the duties of humanity. 

In concerning themfelves with the motives, by which 
perfons are prompted to benevolent and ufeful aftions, 
fome, perhaps, may need the caution, to take heed, 
left, in their attempts to gather up the tares, they root 
up the wheat alfo with them. Thofe motives, indeed, 
for which fome feel, or affecl, fuch a difapprobation, 
though not of the noblefl: kind, are in a degree ui 
and laudable. They produce beneficial effects in foci^ 
ety ; and are the flops, or means, by which we may be 
aided in our afccnt to the heights of benevolence and 
virtue. 
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Inftead of foliciting the beflowment of pecuniary aC- 
fiftance, on this occafion, k is the more pleafing duty 
of the fpeaker to nodcc the pall bounty of the mem- 
bers of this fociety, and of other pcrfons, which has in- 
duced the fufpenfion of the annual public collecii^n : 
and to acknowledge the great readinefs and liberality 
with which the inhabitants of this metropolis have ever 
contributed to benevolent and ufeful purpofes, and for 
which they have been fo long and fo juftly diftin- 
guilhcd. 

An increafe of knowledge on various fubjefts that re- 
late to the principal objecb of your inflitution,is of greater 
importance than an increafe of funds. We want the 
motives and incliAation to fav^J^RWlowmen from un- 
timely death Icfs, than the knowledge and power to cf- 
fe61: it. The important refcariSies, experiments, and 
difcoverics, which have been already made, do honour 
to the ingenuity and benevolence of their authors. 
They have been the means of preferving the lives of 
Aoufands, who otherwife would have been prematurely 
confi^ned to the grave. This fhould encourage the 
continuance of inquiry and refearch, lead to the repe- 
tition and multiplication of experiments, and animate 
the hope of new difcoveries. 

But notwithftanding all the difcoveries that have 

been made, or that can be expeftcd, death will triumph. 

The ravages he has been permitted to make on your 

fociety, fince the laft anniverfary, are too remarkable 

• and aftcfting not to excite our notice, and renew our 



grief, on this occafion. Had your (kill and power to 
fave been propoitionate to the benevolence of your in- 
llkution, or their worth, a Phillips, a Lowell, a 
MiNOT had not died. While here, they " fecmed to 
be pillars,'* imparting flrength, order and beauty to the 
ftate, and the various inilitutions v/ith which they were 
conneded. But it hath pleafed the Almighty Ruler, 
tliat they (hould be removed from earth, and, as we 
truft, " made pillars in that temple from which they 
Ihall go no more out.** May we be excited to imitate 
tlie virtues of the departed, and, in refpe(3: to us, they 
will not have died in vain. 

Let the prefent occafion admonifh us of our obliga- 
tions to be faithr-;i and perfevering, in our endeavours 
to promote the valuable objeas of the benevolent affo- 
ciations, of which w|^ may be members, or which we 
may have it in our power to ferve. Such inilitutions 
are worthy of times enlightened and improved by the 
Chriflian difpenfation. They refled honour on thofe, 
by whom they are founded, and from whom they M| 
ceivc fupport. They are proud monuments of the wlf- 
dom, benevolence, and improvement of mankind, be- 
fore which the huge pyramids of antiquity are reduced 
to a diminutive fize, and coloffal flatues are proflrated 
on die ground.

ATT E N D I X. 



THE following Letter, from a Gentleman who wllhcs his 
name may be concealed, was laid before the Trullees at 
their Meeting July 6, i8qi. 

Augusta, June io, i8oi~ 

SlRf 

I AM much furprifed, to find that no account 
of a late remarkable and magnanimous prefervation of life, had 
been tranfmltted to your Society. 

About tlie middle of April laft, Mr. Jofeph North Jun. (fon of 
the Hon. Jofeph North Efq. of Augufli) and Mr. Amos Bond, 
went in a fmall boat to fecurr n nunntl^Jpi^ber, which had 
lodged againa the centre p = t>ridge. At this time 

the fiefhets were unufually high, and oi courfe the current of the 
river exceedingly rapid. They had juft reached the pier, whca 
by a (light indUcretion in the management of the boat, it fudden- 
ly upfet. Ml. North, finding the broadfide of the boat to the 
current, and m that manner turning over and carrying Bond un- 
dcr, witli great prefence of mind and a wonderful exertion of 
ftrength, leaped upon the bottom of the boat and carried Mr. 
Bond'' with him, who in all probability would have been inftantly 
drawn under die boat, by the force of the current. In this fitu- 
ation, the boat began to fink j and Mr. Bond, who is faid to have 
entirely loft his fenfes, was fwept into the ftream. Mr. North, 
xnore enured to dangers of this nature than his compamon, might 
have placed himfelf in a ftate of perfeft fccurlty. by tabng refuge 
upon the logs and timber about the pier of the bridge But, 
with a foul fuperior to all confiderations of p^rforal fafety, he 
dove into the rapid and mercilef, curent. f.i.ed Mr. Bond who 
had then been carried under it, and after being driven and wh.rL 
cd in the moft awful manner fur a conliderable d:fUnce under 



water, brought him up. Mr. Bond was now not only nnaMc tft 
liclp himfclf, but is reprefcnted as conftantly and violcnily ftrug- 
"■ling with his preA.TVcr, as they were carried down the tremen- 
dous current. But Mr. North, witli great conipofure, took Mr. 
Bond under his left arm, and fwam with him down the river, oc- 
fionally turning and ficing the current, as it were in contempt of 
its dangers, to get breath and relieve himfelffrom the ftnigglea 
of his almoft expiring friend. 

In this dreadful fituation, Mr. North, by the mod aflonlfhing 
exertions and fortitude, perfcvercd in liis humane and heroic refo- 
lution to fave tlie life of Mr. Bond, till they were carried fevcnty 
rods down the river. Finding his ftrength far cxhaufted, he for 
a moment thought of leaving Bond to fhift for himfelf, and ac- 
cordingly (hook him off his arm ; but perceiving him finking and 
expofed to certain death, ho^lurned to him again at the Immi- 
nent peril of his 4||^^^^|HB^I<^'' his arm as before, and 
kept lilm above water untila^|Pnce was obtained from the fhore. 

A ftruggle fo long and hazardous, had nearly deprived Mr. 
North of his remaining ftrength ; but he never abandoned Mr. 
Bord for an inllant until he faw the boat from the fhore, fo near 
th».Ti, that his prcfervation was rendered certain. He then left 
him, in "rder to preferve his own life ; and Mr. Bon.: ^ 

up jud as he was finking, in a ftate of total infcnfibility ; and af- 
ter the humane and fuccefsful exertions of the neighbors to recov- 
er him, was reftored to the embraces of his parents and friends. 

To complete the triumph of benevolence and humanity, upon 
this occafion, Mr. North rcfufcd the afilflance of his anxious 
friends in the boats, infifting upon their bellowing all their exer- 
tions to fave Mr. Bond ; and he accordingly, by an exertion of 
the laft ounce of his ftrength, fwam unaffifted to the fhore. 

If you are acquainted. Sir, with the rapidity and dangers of 
the Kennebec in the time of the frcfhets, more efpecially with 
the effcds, which a mighty prefiure 'of water againft the pier of a 
bridge in the centre of this river, muft produce, you will readily 
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perceive the prodigious hazard of the enterprize which Mr. North 
engaged in, for die benevolent purpofe above related ; and alfo, 
that Mr. North, has a claim to a liberal fhare of thofe honors of 
your Society, which you undoudtedly have in referve for the 
brave and the humane. 

With finccre wlfhes for the fuccefs of your laudable and

UPON reading the foregoing Letter, it was voted,Th:it the Rev. 
Dr. Parker and the Corrcfponding Secretary be defned to make 
further enquiry into the fads ftaLed in the above Communication, 
and to report at fome future Meeting. 

Said Committee wrote to Majo^am^U^ward of Augufta, 
requefting him to furnini them ^i^HKft^^^ ^^^ fadts refer- 
red to the Letter communicated to the Truftees July 6, and at 
the Meeting of the Truftees held Od. 5, reported the following 
J^etter from Maj. Howard. 

3||piP^ Augusta, September to, 1801. 

CENTlEMEt/, 

As fome excufe for not having anfwered your 
letter of the 1 7th July laft, before tliis time, I beg leave to obferve, 
that I confidcred that a particular and accurate ftatement in re- 
ply was expeacd ; and not pofTefllng fufficicnt information niyfelf, 
was obliged to have recourfc to the beft authority the nature of 
the cafe afforded. The perfon (Mr. North himfelf ) beft able 
to fumifti the greateft part of a ftate of fads, having been abfent 
moft of the time fmcc the receipt of your letter, has been the caufe 
of fo long dchiy. 

In order to comply with your wifhes, it may be n^ceffary to 
give a partial defcriptlon of tliat part of the Kennebcck Bridge 
which is called the Fia: This Pier ftands in the middle of tlvi 
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river, abont ttro hundred feet dlftant from cither fhore, is forty 
feet Iquare, conneded with which, and projcdling by the Pier 
about eighteen inches on each fide, and extending up the river 
about fixty feet, is that part of the Pier, which, from its form, is 
called the Heatrr, terminating in a point, covered with iron. On 
the point of this heater vi'ere colledled a quantity of marts, mill- 
logs, timber, rubbilh, &c. whofe ends proje<5ted in every dire(ftion, 
and were confined to that place by the great preffure of the wa- 
ter which paffed the Pier with aftonifliing force and rapidity — the 
depth of the water being about twenty-five feet, and its velocity 
not lefs than ten miles per hour. 

On the 17th day of April lad, Mr. Jofepl^North, jun. and Mr. 
Amos Bond, in a fmall canoe, went on to the colledion of marts, 
logs, &c. above mentioned, for the purpofe of throwing off the 
mill-logs, which belonged to them ; but havi ng forgot to c;trry 
an a:ce with them,^HHM|^HM| to the (h ore, obtained one, and 
then fet oflf again fortR^Plen^ but owing to fome mifmanage- 
ment on the part of Bond, who guided tlie canoe, it rtruck fide- 
ways againft the end oi a tree which projecfled partly up tlie riv- 
er, and v/as inrtantly overturned, fo far that its bottom lay up the 
river dirc<fHy pgainft the current, the force of which kept the ca- 
noe in that pofition, and they were both thrown out. In this fitu- 
ation, Mr. North, by great exertion, fucceeded in getting partly 
on to the canoe, and taking hold of Bond, endeavoured to htlp 
him on alio, or at leaft hold him there, until afliftance Ihould ar- 
rive : but the water n filing ever the canoe with incredible force, 
fruftrated this attempt, and they were both fwept off, and almort 
inrtantly carried under by the whirlpool occafioned by the coving, 
or projedion of the heater where it joins the Pier : they rofl-, 
h owever, before they had parted the Pier, (forty feet) and were 
both carried into its eddy, where the motion of the water was 
alarmingly increafcd, rufliing with a very loud noife, and the 
greateft violence, in almort evcjy direflicn, and forming many 
very dangerous whirlpools. Mr. North now fpoke to Bond, told 
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him not to be frightened, for aiUftancc would foon come to tbem, 
and fwam to him, and took hold of him by the cape or flioulder 
pf his coat with one hand, and fwam with him with the other and 
his feet, 'till he was extremely fatigued, and Bond maiiuig feme 
ciForts to take hold of him, he was obliged to let him go, but iiill 
kept near and encouraged hira. Being an excellent fwimmer, lie 
foon reded himfelf, and returned and took hold of Bond again, 
and fwam with him 'till he got him out of the eddy, ftill kept en- 
couraging him, and advifed him to tiy to iwim, telling him to 
extend his arms, and endeavour to help himfelf : in making the 
attempt, Bond threw the water with fo much violence and profu- 
fion into Mr. North's face, that he almoft fuJlocated him, and he 
was again obliged to leave him ; after recovering himfelf he re- 
turned, and again took hold and fwam with him, until fatigue, 
and the water which Bond continued to throw in his face, forced 
him a third time to leave him tt^lflfeftln this manner he af- 
forded him every afliaance in his power, by returning to hiir .t 
lefs than four or five times, and he believes fir. At length feting 
a canoe coming to their aid, and being exceffively f.itigued, he let 
him go, but ftill kept near him, encouraging him to try to fwim, 
and telling him a canoe was coming to their relief. On tlie ap. 
proach of the canoe (v,hich a Mr. Elias Craig and a Mr. Bokon 
went ofl: in) he requefted them to leave him, for he could take 
care of himfeli', and go, as faft as they poffibly could, to Bond, 
who was now gradually fmking. When the canoe came to him, 
he was fo far under water that Mr. Craig was but juR able, by 
putting down his arm, to reach his hat, which he fclzed hold of, and 
fortunately it was fo faft on his head, that he drew him up by it 
to the top of the water. Wi^i very little figns of life he was tak- 
en adiore, and proper remedies were applied for his recovery. 

Thus, under Providence, Mr. North may unqucft.onably be 
cnnfidered as having been the means of faving ti.e hfe of Mr. 
Bond, by having kcp; him fo long m,n. nr.kinr. thr.t timely «(n.. 
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jmce w;is jult able to reach him — but notliing mcrrc— one qtiartcr 
of a minute later mud have proved fatal. 

Mr. Nortli was affiiled by another canoe, though he could have 
done very well without it. During tlie whole time he was in the 
water, he was incumbered with hali-boots, which every fwimmcf 
can eaTily conceive were a great inconvenience. He was wiil)out 
any coat, having taken it olF before he went to the Pier, and loft 
it v^'hcn the canoe overfct. The time they were in the water was 
about ten minutes, certainly not exceeding fifteen. 

Mr. Craig confiders that what he and the others in the canoe 
Hdj was nothing more than their duty, and being attended with 
no rifk, merits no reward. This family of Bond's, I believe, nev- 
er hved in Borion, but moved from Groton to this place. Mr. 
Jlond has a brother (Amos Bond, Efq.) at Watcrto\vn. 

In addition to the foregoing ftatement, I take the liberty to 
mention another ijm^|HH||^^ance in favour of this young gen- 
tleman, which took i-lace about three years ago. About the mid- 
dle of Auguft, I 798, on Sunday, during divine fervice, a loud cry 
from children was heard in the mccting-houfc, which ftands but a 
few rods from the bank of the ilvcr, that William Pitt (a lad 
then about eight years old) had fallen out of a canoe, and was 
drowning. The people immediately ran out of the meeting- 
houfe, and while fomc of thofe who firft got to the fliore were en- 
deavouring to get off a boat to go to the boy, who diredtly after 
funk, Mr. North ran by them, and with all his clothes on, leape<J 
as far as he could into the river, fwam about two rods, and dove 
and bi ought the boy up, and kept him until the boat came and 
received him. He was foon recovered and is. now living. 

If I can be of further fervice to you as members of the Humane

Corrcfponding Secretary communicated a ftiort letter from 
Dr. Hawcs, Treafurer of the Royal Humane Society, London, 
with fome of the reports and fermons preached before that focietj 
in April, 1801, by Reverend William Langford, D. D. Alfo 
the following conftruaion of a life-boat, ufed at South Shields 
for the prefcrvatlon of fcamen in diitrefs. 

Conjiru^ion of the Life-Boat at South Shields. 

SlRy 

In reply to yours of the 14th, refpeSing tKs 
Life-Boat at South Shields, which we have found to anfwcr be- 
yond the moft extended idea we entertained of the plan on which 
(he was built ; and, to our great fatisfa^ion, fhe has been the 
means o£ favinj the llv.s of many of our f How creatures, who could 
by no other means have been prefervcd. The boat is 30 feet by 
10, in form much relembling a common Greenland boat, except 
the bottom, which is much flatter. She is lined with cork mddc 
and oulfide of the gunwale, about two feet in breadth, and the 
feats underneath are filled with cork alfo. 

She Is rowed by ten nun, double banked, and fteercd by two 
men with oars, one at each end, both ends being alike. Lor^ poLs 
are provided for the men, to keep the boat from being drove 



broainde to the fliore either in going olT or landing. About lit 
Liches from the lower poks it increafes in diameter {o as to form 
a flat furfjce againft the fand, otherwrife they would fink into the 
fand, and be of no ufe. The v/fi^ht of tht cork uft;d in the boat 
is about feven cvrt. She draws very little water, and, when full, 
h able to carry twenty ptople. The boat is able to contend againft 
tlie mT/i trimendous fea, and broken water, and never, in any one 
inftirtice, has flie failed in bringing the crew in diftrefs into fafety. 
The men have no dread in going oflF with her in the hi;;he(l feas, 
and broken water. Cork Jackets were provided for ihem ; but 
their confidence in the boat is fo great, they will not ufe them. 

She has furprized every nautical man that has fecn llcr contend 
with the waves. Any further defcription I can give will not be 
equal to a v'teiu of the model of her upon a fcalc now with the 
Duke of Northumberland.

NARRATIVE. 
ON the fevcntli of lad September, at three o'clock in the after- 
noon, my brother Daniel, who is foven years of age, went down 
on Mr. Jacob Sheafe's wharf, in order to divert himfclf with Ibmc 
of his companions. Having been witli them about two hours, he 
was fo unfortunate as to fall from the wharf into tlie water. 
None were prefent to witnefs the melancholy fccne but his play- 
mates, who were unable to afford him any adiftance. If it had 
not been for Mr. James Jones the third, he mud certainly have 
d 
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drowned. It was nearly low water, but the current was very 
rapid, and my poor brother was immediately drawn away by the 
tide a number of feet. The alarm was given that feme perfon 
had fallen into the water and was drowning. Some men, who 
were not far oflF, ran to the place, but none of them durft jump 
into the water. Direftly upon this, Mr. Jones, who was at work 
on Captain Manning's brig, which lay at the pier, looked around, 
and difcovered my dear brother, juft coming up, at tlie top of the 
water, and, without ftopping to confider the danger, fprung from 
the veflel into the water, and feized him by the hair of his head, 
as he was about to fink the third time. He then fwam with him 
to the wharf, and put his hand over one of the logs forming a 
part of the wharf, but it was fo llippery, and the current fo ftrong, 
that they were both fwcpt away for a confiderable diftancc, and 
were feparated ; but, through the kindnefs of Providence, the hu- 
mane Mr. Jones was enabled to get hold of my brother once 
more, and to keep him from finking till further relief was afford- 
ed. Thus a beloved brother v/as reftored to tiie arms of his par- 
ents and friends. 

Oh, how (hocking muft it have been, to have witneffed fuch a 
diftrefllng fcene ! What tongue can defcribe it ! I am fenfiblc 
that I cannot do juaice to the fubjefl. Although it be certain 
tliat it Is not in my power to repay the kindnefs of Mr. Jones, 
yet, with the utmoft pleafure fhall I refleft and ever recall to 
mind the hour, when this benevolent man, at the rifque of his 
own life, was the mean of faving a much loved brother from a 
watery grave. May profperity and happinefs attend him in everf 
fituation in life, and may he have the pleafing refleaion, tliat,

THE Truftees of the Humane Society, having, in their pri- 
vate capacity, been informed of feveral inftanccs of perfons 
who had incurred apparent death by drowning or otherwifc, and 
been fortunately recovered by tlae means recommended by the 
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Society, and no communication made thereof ; and convinced 
tiiat publiflaing the circumftances of fuch incidents would be at- 
tended with beneficial effcds, hereby requcft the citizens of this 
commonweultJi, and particularly tlie gentlemen in the medical 
line, to communicate to the Correfponding Secretary, all tlie in- 
ftances that have, or fhall come to their knowledge, of reanim.i- 
tion, and the means whereby thofe happy events are accompliflicd, 
with fuch other particulars of the time refpiration was fufpcnded. 
Sec, as tliey fhall think of importance to notice : As it is by com- 
paring the fuccefs of different means and operations, that this im- 
portant art can be brought to perfcdion. The Truflees are alfo 
dcfirous of extending the rewards promifcd by the Society for fig- 
iinl exertions throughout the commonwealth, and for this reafon 
they requcd information of all the attempts of reanimation, even 
it ihcy prove unfuccefsful.

At a Meeting of the llvw fin's. Society, June nth, 1799. 

THE Trustees of the Humane Society, having had fre- 
quent applications for reward in cafes, for wliich the Confti- 
tution of faid Society does not authorize their granting a Premi- 
um, wifh their fellow-citizens to be informed, with a view to pre- 
vent fruitlefs applications, that the ferviccs for which faid Society 
holds out a reward are, 

First. That when any accident fhall happen, producing ap- 
parent death, the perfon who fhall firfl difcover and endeavour to 
recover the fubje<fl:, fhall be entitled to a reward ; but in no caf^ 
are the allo'.ved Truftees to exceed ten dollars. 

Secondly. The perfon who fhall receive into his or her houfc, 
the body of one apparently dead, with a view that means may bo 
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cfcd for Its recovery, is alfo entitled to fuch a compenfation as the. 
Truftecs fhall judge adequate. 

Thirdly. That any perfon who fhaJl, by any fignal exertion, 
fave another from death, is entitled to a reWard in proportion to 
the rifquc and danger incurred. 

By a fignal exertion the TruUccs conceive mud be underftood 
fomething more than barely reaching out the hand, or throwing 
a rope from a wharf, or a boat, or even wading into the water to 
half a man's depth, and rcftuing a man from drowning ; for the 
principles of common humanity and fympathy are fufEcient mo- 
tives for fuch exertions ; but it mufl include the endangering his 
own life, or incurring fome damage, by impairing tlic health, or 
injuring his apparel or other property. In any or all thefe cafes 
the Truftees arc ready to grant adequate reward, when properly 
uithenticated, but do not think themfclves warranted by the reg- 
ulations of the Society to beftow them in other cafes.
